THE FASHIONS, 
WRAPS. 
Harvers' Basar. 

As the season advances, black wraps reassert 
their hold on favor for dressy garments, while 
light ecru and tan colors are most seen in the 
jackets that are more for service than for dress. 
The glossiest fabrics are used for handsome 
mantles, such as satin, Sicilienne, moire, and 
rich gros grain. There are also some new ma- 
terials used, such as Bengaline, which is as lus- 
trous as gros grain, yet as soft and pliable as 
Sicilienne. It has heavy reps, and is used for 
fichus, mantles, etc.; Worth also uses it for 


basques and overdresses, as its soft texture 
drapes beautifully. Another new fabric is satin 
de Lyon, which has the smoothness and almost 
the lustre of satin on one side, while the other 
side looks like closely-woven gros grain. These 
and the moire, satin, and gros grain mantles are 
made up without lining, aud are richly trimmed 
with three or four rows of scantily-pleated black 
lace, or else very deep fringe. Jet passemente- 
ries and drop ornaments are used as heading for 
fringes, also a standing ruffle of the lace. When 
warmer wraps are needed, camel’s-hair is used, 
and trimmed as richly as silk mantles. For an 
intermediate wrap liguter han silk, China crape 
is selected, and trimmed with fringe tied in the 
hem as on Canton crape shawis, or else the 
fringe is formed entirely of fine jet beads, with 
deep heading of square meshes. On some very 
expensive mantles colored beads of amber, old 
gold, stecl, and coral red are used to form very 
showy passementerie. 
BONNETS. 

The modified Directoire boonets, with broad 

brim, flaring at the top, and close on the sides, 


is very distinguished-looking, and thus far 
proves to be the most popular of the large 
shapes. it is shown in chips and in fancy 
braids, with the cream-colored rough straws 
that trim so effectively; also in the jet-embroid- 
ered bonnets, some of which are done on tulle, 
while others are wrought on satin. Sometimes 
a soft crown is added to the Directoire brim, 
but it is more usually large, smooth, and square. 
Those of beaded tulle are smooth on the frame, 
and have lace strings, lace quilting, and a bou- 
quet of roses or carnations, with the long stems 
showing conspicuously, placed low down on the 
left side of the crown. Jet balls like those of a 
necklace edge the brim. Still other embroidered 
bonnets have white marabout plumes on top, 
and elder blossoms, with watered ribbon for 
strings. In some boonets the tulle is laid over 
black satin, and the lustre enhances the rich- 
ness; a large thread-lace barb is passed below 
the crown on the small curtain, is fastened on 
the sides by crescents of Rhine crystals, and 
falls thence as strings. In the flaring brim of 
the Directoire shape gold braid is sometimes 
used for a facing, though satin or silk is 
most often seen. 

Another stylish shape for chips and soft straw 
bonnets has a broad flaring brim that is quite 
soft, and is drawn bac on the left side by trim- 
ming passing from the inside. This is a grace- 
ful and becoming shape for young ladies who 
wear elaborate coiffures. The close cottage 
shapes with plaia front or with rolled brim re- 
main most popular with ladies of conservative 
tastes, and are commended at the best houses 
as being most suitable for city streets. The 
Carbriolet bonnet, so like a round bat, will be 
worn at the summer lt bas a =— 
many flowers fancifully disposed upon it, U 
inside and out, and is tied by ribbon strings 
that pass across the crown. 

The shot or changeadle ribbons, sometimes 
called glace ribbons, are the latest povelty in 
millinery. They come in blue shot with gold, 


flowers and mottoes, wit 


“the chip curtain, The ostrich feathers that trim 


— right side are also shaded in these two 
colors. 

Rough straws with satin lustre are used in 
yellow tints like the fine Tuscans for bonnets to 
match costumes. They are then trimmed with 
the brocade or satin used for the accessories of 
the costume, together with a small cluster of 
feathers, or some large rosies, poppies, or field 
flowers, and a pleating somewhere of the inevit- 
able Breton lace. Mixed colors in rough straws 
are also liked with costumes, but, to be trimmed 
effectively, ribbon or satin of a single color 
should be used, and used very simply as well. 
Thus the ribbon that forms strings should make 
a large irregular bow of four loops on one side 
of the crown, then pass around it, and end in 
strings. Rough black straw bonnets have peony 
red satin shired asa face trimming, while out- 
side two colors of satin ribbon are used; one is 
gendarme blue, and the other peony red. White 
elder blossoms are the flowers. These brilliant 
contrasts of color need to be carefully selected, 
and are often toned down by white flowers, or

Among 
those who are presented to the Mayor 
as fit persons to be appointed to 
the office are Messrs. 8. S. Hayzs, Jom 
Fonsrrn, and T. T. Gurnzy. Other gentle- 
men have been named, but it is undesstood 
that the selection (if any change be made) 
will be from these. They are all respectable 
and well-known citizens. Mr. Hayrzs held 
the office under Mayor SuEAuax, and again 
under Mayor Corum. He bas the great 
recommendation of experience. His long 
* service ought to have made him familiar with 
the duties, and his high character for integ- 
rity strongly commends him to the Mayor. 
Mr. Forsyrs is, like Mr. Hr, a citizen of 
Chicago for many years. Though he has 


acter for integrity will not be questioned in 
Chicago, nor through the State, where he is 
also well known.

As 
to the Police Department, the recent intro- 
duction of a Democratic politician into a 
subordinate place has been regarded asa 
starting-point for altogether too rapid pro- 
motion, and changes in that force should be 
made with almost as much caution and hesi- 
tation as in the Fire Department. Of one 
thing Mr. Hanntsox may be very sure, viz. : 
The public generally, and especially all citi- 
zens who have business and property inter- 
ests at stake, have no concern whatever in 
the manifold individual efforts which are 
being made to grab the city offices, and take 
still less interest in the strife of factions;

LOGAN AND LOWE. 

Gen Jon A. Loan, United States Sena- 
tor from the sovereign State of [Illinois by 
the grace of the Illinois Legislature, what- 
ever else may be said of him, is a warrior al- 
ways ready for the fray. He is a man-of- 
war with his port-holes always open and 
his colors flying from fore, main, and mizzen 


topmasts. He arrived in Washington in 


time to plunge into the thick of the scrim- 
mage with the Bourbon revolutionists over 
the Army and Legislative bills. He crossed 
the bows of one of the flercest of the Rebel 
Brigadiers, hove to, and is now ready for 
action. 

The story of the preparations for combat 
is substantially as follows: W. M. Lows is 
a member of the House, a Greenbacker, an 
ex-Colonel m the ex-Confederate army, and 
aman of biood, from Alabama. In an in- 
terview with a correspondent of ‘the Pitts- 
burg Post, the Rebel Brigadier alleged

going into the Confederate service himself ;

In reply to these charges, Gen. Looan 
printed a card a few days ago in the Wash- 
ington National Republican, in which he de- 
clared that either Col. Lowx or the corre- 
spondent was a liar, and they could settle be- 
tween them which should wear this brief, hot 
expressive epithet. The shot was a telling 
one. It hit Low plumply, and wounded 
him in the honor, which is about the only 
sensitive thing a Rebel Brigadier carries 
around with him. As much as there was of 
the State of Alabama in Washington was 
hastily summoned, consisting of Gen. PL 
nam, Col, Wrrarrs, and Col, Lows, all 
Brigadiers. As the result of the symposium, 
there was blood on the moon, It was de- 
cided that the code was the only salve com- 
petent to heal the wounded honor 
of the Alabama Greenbacker. There- 
upon Col. Lowa, in accordance with 
the rules of the code, commenced 
wasting the public stationery and post- 
age stamps by sending the customary 
diplomatic inquiries as to the Senator's inten- 
tions, and the length, breadth, and thickness 
of the objectionable epithet, all of which the 
Senator regularly consigned to his waste- 
basket. At last, out of patience with the 
voluminousness of this one-sided correspond- 
ence, he informed the messenger that he 
would have no communication with the 
Rebel Brigadier on any subject whatever. 
This contemptuous treatment only added fuel 
to the flames that were raging in the Briga- 
dier’s breast, and he at once dispatched a 
formal challenge to the Senator either to re- 
tract the expression or meet him on the field 
of honor. This missive, like all the rest, 
went into the waste-basket without perusal, 
and it was not until some one told him of its 
contents that he was aware he had been 
challenged. When asked what he should do 
about it, he curtly replied to the effect that 
if Lows were a sufficiently blooming idiot to 
mareh out to the field of honor at an hour 
in the morning when sensible people prefer 
to snooze, he was not going to make an ass 
of himself by doing so. At the same 
time, if Lowa wanted any satisfac. 
tion, he would have no difficulty 
in finding him, by which we infer 
that he (Loaan) meant to intimate that if he 
(Lown) met him (Locan) on the street or 
elsewhere he might pull his (Locan’s) nose 
or punch his (Loaax's) head,—provided he is 
big enough, which we very much doubt, as 
this is a style of personal discussion in which 
Jom Loaan has few equals and no suptriors, 

In his trestment of this bloviant Brigadier 
Gen. Locan has acted unquestionably with 
eminent good sense, and as a Northern gen- 
tleman should, by taking no notice of him.

BLOOD-TAX. 

The tariff of the United States places 
a tax on quinine, which is perhaps one 
of the most essential medicines used in this 
country. ‘Taxes imposed on the products 
of the cinchona bark: . 
Quinine salts, except sulphate 

GONE a ose eee cbc cen eee sees cece 
Cinchonia... 
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The bark from which these forms of qui- 
nine are extracted pays no tax, so the man- 
ufacturers have the raw material free of all 
burden, and are on a perfect equality with 
the manufacturers of all other countries. 
No eivilized nation in the world places any taz 
on quinine save the United States. It is lit- 
erally a blood-tax,—a tax on sickness; a 
tax on the pains of human existence; a tax 
on fever-stricken persons. It is, in fact, 
tax on human life. Pay the tax or die, is 
the precept of the law. 

This tax is not a tax for the support of the 
Government. It is not a tax to raise money 
to pay pensions, or to pay interest, or to pay 
the public debt, or to maintain the army or 
the navy, or to support the judiciary, or the 
exeoutive or legislative branches of the Gov- 
ernment. It is not a tax to improve rivers 
and harbors, or to subjugate, civilize, or 
Christianize.the Indians. It is not a tax to 
raise revenue for any honest, intelligent, 
humane, Christian purpose. It isa tax upon 
human life, upon human infirmity, and hu- 
man suffering. It is a tax as malignant as 
that upon a cup of cold water to the thirsty, 
or a crust of bread to the hungry. 

A few days ago a day was devoted by the 
House of Representatives to the introduction 
of new bilis, and nearly 1,400 were intrd- 
duced. Such a torrent of bills was never 
witnessed in any other legislative body in 
the wide world. It is to the credit of the 
members, however, that of these bills about 
thirty proposed the unrestricted repeal of 
the taxon quinine. All honor to the movers 
of these bills! The only regret is that 
each and every member of the House did 
not propose a similar bill, and that such a 
bill was not then and there taken up and 
passed unanimously. 

The iniquity of this tax is two-fold. It is 
iniquitous and gruel for any purpose, but it 
is doubly so when it is levied for the special 
profit of half-a-donen persons who for nearly 
twenty years have been given this enormous 
benefit: The price of quinine is now high 
everywhere, but in this country it is worse 
because of the tax, which no other Govern- 
ment is so unfeeling as to exact. Here 
every man pays an average tax of 50 per cent 
on each grain of quinine that is used. This 
tax does not go to the Treasury, but goes to 
the manufacturers in Philadelphia, and New 
York, and Boston, for their profit, The 
whole country is taxed to enrich a few men. 
Congress sends a tax-gatherer to every 
hospital and bedside and demands of every 
fever-patient blood-money before he can use 
a grain of quinine. Let us hope, so in- 
famous is this tax, that even the present 
Democratic Congress will, some day, in a 
lucid moment, pass a bill abolishing the tax 
on quinine. A grateful country will be 
thankful for that act of justice and mercy. 

THE WOMEN NIHILISTS. 

Either Russian women are different in or- 
ganization, character, and education from 
the other women of the world, or they have 
demonstrated that the sex has been grossly 
maligned in one particular. There is a time- 
worn tradition common among nearly all 
people, and expressed in some aphorism in 
nearly all languages, that a woman can’t 
keep a secret. But it 18 a fact that women 
form a large part of the membership of the 
Russian secret society known as Nihilists, 
which is probably the most extensive and 
formidable political conspiracy that ever 
existed. The women of this sect are among 
the most devoted, trusted, and active mem- 
bers; and secrecy is the first and most essen- 
tial qualification for good membership, since 
an avowal of Nihilism is followed by death. 
The knife and the pistol are not only the 
weapons which the Government uses in its 
efforts at the suppression of Nihilism, but 
they are the weapons which the Nibilists 
turn upon faithless or recusant associates. 
Women have beeh admitted from the first 
to the councils of this association; they 
are informed of the secret plans and opera- 
tions of the society, and they are frequently 
the chosen agents for carrying out the fatal 
decrees of the society, It was Vuna Sassv- 
Lrron who was selected to commit one of the 
boldest of all the Nihilist assassinations, and 
more recently another young woman, named 
Kasuka Proskowza, was appointed to kill a 
man named Barrascuewsk!, a student and 
an apostate Nihilist. The duty which 
fell to her lot was performed with all the 
skill and intrepidity that a man could have 
commanded for the same service. This 
KAMA Proskowza is a young girl only 19 
years of age, of good family and charming 
presence. She shot her victim through the 
head while he was sitting at a supper given 
by one of his student friends in Moscow. 
The two were members of a secret tevolu- 
tionary committee, and BarmascHzwskI, sub- 
sequently deserting the society, was 
condemned to death. The girl was 
arrested, but persistently refuses to 
give any information as to what 
prompted the assassination, or how she came 
to be the chosen agent; she merely declares 
herself guilty, and says that the crime was 
committed with a full knowledge of the pen- 
alty, which she is prepared to suffer. 

In one sense the connection of women 
with the bloody practices o* the Russian 
Nihilists is very revolting, but in many re- 
spects it shows the faithfulness and strength 
of womanly character, The feminine Nihil- 
ists are superior beings to the women spies 
who were so numerously employed by the 


police of Europe during the last century.

spected as the women of our own domestic 
circles. There is little doubt that the.co-oper- 
ation of woman has helped materially to de- 
velop the Nihilists into their present formi- 
dable proportions, and that the tact and 
courage which they bring to the cause will 
continue to make the sect more terrible to 


the Russian Gevernment than if it had only 
men to deal with. The Nihilists have cer- 
tainly shown good judgment in breaking 
away from the foolish prejudice that women 
cannot be trusted with secrets.

„The Literature of a Republic.” Among other 
things he seid that one of the advantages of a 
republic over a monarchy “for the production 
of literatur may be cited that it grows up 
without the suadow of a hereditary aristocracy 
over its head. The monarchy may produce the 
flower, but not the harvest. There is not 8 
great name in the history of England for the 
last 200 years that has a direct male lineal de- 
scendant. Nature utters her grotest against 
heredity in literary distinction.” Another ad- 
vantage is the Jose contact with the people. 
“What is needed is the society of people we 
don’t like, the reading of books we don’t want 
to read, and the last thing is the contact with 
people with whom we agree too much. The 
American needs not to blush for the quality of 
his literature; the quantity will come, even if 
England or France at present publishes six 
times as much as his own country.“

STATF’S ATTORNEY MILLS. 

The eighteenth and last day of the trial of Peter 
begins with &n attendance characterized 

by respectability, —something which cannot be said 
of any day previous to Friday,—and all throo¢h 
poth sessions not a word escapes the lips of the 
eloguent State's Attorney, who makes a Closing 
argument which does bim honor, but is listened 

to with almost painful attention by fully 1. 000 

people. The accused cannot look at him, 80

* May iv PLease THE Court, GENTLEMEN OF THE 

Jeny: After days and weeks of thought and toil 

togethet, we now stand at the threshold of the ter- 

mination of this great trial. and in behalf of the 
public, of the men, the women, and the 
children, the husbands, the wives, and the daugh- 
ters in whose behalf, in my humble way, I now 
and also in behalf of myself, personally, I 
return to you thanks and appreciation for the 
attention and conscientious consideration you have 
from the beginning until now. It is, in- 

po slight hardship that a citizen should be 
taken from his home and his customary life, from 
the societyof wife and chilaren, and be compelied 
to serve the public cause for a great length of time. 

But, indeed, gentlemen, the hardship is cured by 

the sense we have of the performance of duty, — 

duty owed to the great public, to law, to justice, 
and the protection of human life. 
I spoke of this as a great criminal trial, and so it 
is, for it involves the great fact that a man is on 
trial charged with the highest crime known to our 
jaws,—the crime of willfully and maliciously de- 
stroying the life of a feilow-being,—a 
charge magnified in this proceeding by the atro- 
cious and stupendous fact that the man on trial is 
charged not simply with having taken the life of a 
fellow-being, but with having deliberately and in 
cold blood destroyed the wife of his bosom, whom, 
not long before. in the presence of his Maker. he 
had sworn to love, cherish, and protect forever, 
forever. 

Again, the case is great because there are em- 
ployed as defenders of the accused two of perhaps 
the ablest men in the Northwest; and great because 
of one uliarity in the defense, namely, the 
killing of the victim admitted. For almost 
the first time in the history of criminal 
jurisprudence in the Northwest, there 
is advanced for the consideration of the 
judgment of intelligent jurors the novel 
theory, the outgrowth of a weak and sickly senti- 

mentality, that a man may be sane at the threshold 

ofa crime, msane when he commits it, and the 
very next moment as sane as before. No wonder 
the case attracis attention. No wonder that the 
peovie all over this country are caren — 
proceedings, scrutinizing the evidence, having 
their eyes constantly on the law as laid down by 
the Court, watching intently and with anxiety to 
see if in this Criminal Court the nonseusica! and 
absurd plea of irresistibie impulse will avail to 
‘gave a man whose hand is ecariet all over with the 
ved blood of his poor dead wife.

BRUTALITY OF THE DETENSE. 

But I have something to say about methods and 
U charge to make, involving not both counsel for 
the defendant, but one, and therefore involving 
the entire defense. I here charge, at the begin- 
ning of thie argument. that the defense in this case 
has been characterized by utter brutality—has been 
surrounded by an atmosphere of heartlessness 
which could only have come from a man who 
would murder a woman and elay his child-wife. 
When the junior counsel] for the defendant opened 
this case, he made yon certain promises 
he had no right to make if, as a 
lawyer-and a man, he -knew he could not 
fulfil. First, without any necessity under 
the sky, without gaining a single advantage for bis 
client, he went out of his way to attack an un- 
fortunate woman, the sister of dead Mamie Ste- 
venus, and told you that he would prove that before 
her marriage she was à mother. Oh! was that not 
eruel? The poor woman is not here. Since the 
first day she has been absent. I do not wonder,

TEMPORARY INSANITY. 

The State’s Attorney then teile what murder is, 
and characterizes the crime of Stevens 
as the most horrid and brutal act that 
ever man committed against a _ fellow- 
being. What is the defense? How do 
they explain that deed, or seek to justify the per- 
petration of the act? The counsel have the audac- 
ity, justified perhaps by the absolute necessity 
of a desperate case, to come into this court-room. 
confront twelve men of sound heart and common 
sense, and say that he committed that 
act because he was controlled by an 
invisible impulse, and, therefore, was not 
responsible. In our West, 1 believe, no similar 
defense has ever been presented. Sickles, McFar- 
land, and Cole, ‘who were indicted in the Bast for 
the murder of men charged with improper rela- 
tions with their wives, interposed the defense 
of moral insanity. Those men were acquitted, 
bat in no Appellate Court, where presumably 
the law is best interpreted, has this deiense of 
moral, emotional, transitory mania deen adopted 
or in any way approved. 

And then Milis goes into the question of moral 
insanity or transitory mania at some length. and 
says of the cases referred to above that they will 
never be autnority in court. They are cases of 
their own class,—cases in which the verdicts of 
acquittal can be acconnted for; cases where in- 
finences were at work; cases surrounded by pe- 
cullar circumstances. In themselves they mean 
nothing, have no significance, aud are barren o 
authority as decivive of the question. 

The eudject of Insanity next occupies attention. 
He admitted that there had been an advance since 
the day of Lord Hale, but in the last ten years, as 
a result of the horrible verdicts in the Sickles, Me- 
Farland, and Cole cases, there bas been a just and 
proper goine- back to the old stern position that if 
aman knows the difference between rignt and 
wrong, and is not in sacha condition of — y 
that he cannot control his will, he is morally ac- 
countable for every act. The verdicts in those 
cases shocked the country, outraged pub- 
he sentiment and lau., and men of 
science, who had been drifting, eentimentally, 
into loose and vague notions,—notions of great 
latitude as to insanity,—began to think and ask 
themselves the question. To what are we drift- 
ina“ They reasoned, and rightly. f a man may 
commit a murder or any crime, and come into a 
court of justice and claim at the moment of com- 
mitting the crime he was controlled by an impulse. 


we might as well close up our Criminal Courte, 


burn down our jails and prisons, and let crime walk 
rampant, for there would be no such thing as pun- 
ishing a guilty man. It is the approved law of our 
country, especially of Illinois, that the test by 
which to determive the insane condition is the 
ability to distingush between right and wrong. 

At this point Mr. Mills adverts to the 
experts, and defends them, calling attention to 
the fact that the books quoted from by the defense 
were written by experts. The Aypothetical case 
was a fair. truthful, and honest statement of the 
evidence on the part of the prosecution and the de- 
tense; contained all the salient points. Stevens 
presumed condition at the time of the tragedy. his 
state of health, the circumstances immediately 
surrounding the homicide, his cooiness and com- 

ure r his wife was dead, his condition in 
the jaii-nud to-day, his conduct during the trial, 
his appearance on the witness-stand, and the fact 
that there was no evidence of hereditary insanity. 


DID PETE LOVE HER? 

He then goes on to establish the propositions: 
That a man is not insane who knows the differ- 
ence between right and wrong, or, being in a dis- 
eased state of mind, who is not controlled by an 
absolutely uncontrollable and irresistitge impulse; 
that the mind isa unit; that insanity is a discase; 
that disease is chronic, the product of causes, a 
thing that remains until a cure is effected. In the 
light of the history of Stevens, Mills examines into 
the state of hie mind on the night of the killing, 
and to this end addresses himself tothe ques- 
tion whether Stevens loved his wife,— 
whether it be true he killed her because he 
loved her? He argues to the contrary from Stevens’ 
conduct, because had he loved her, she being a 
little thing of 13 when he married her, be might 
have molded and shaped her life by tenderness and 
gepuine devotion, so that evermore they would 
have been one ether,—would have floated down 
the current of life in an azure-tinted barge on a 
golden-colored summer's sea, But Svevens had 
shown himself to bea selfish, coid-hearted bus- 
band, He kicked bis wife. slapped her, spit in ber 
face, pulled her hair, and treated her like a dog. 
She coutd not love a man whom she could not 
oling to, —a heart made of steel. 

At the afternoon session there is a perfect jam. 
The aisles are packed, and no more people could 
have been gutten into the room unless a battering- 
ram had been used to pack them. 

Mille resumes the story of Stevens’ brutality to 
Mamie as proof of the proposition that be never 
knew what it was to love the gir!,—that he simply 
took her to hie embraces for the gratilication of his 
selfish sensual passions He proceeds to show, 
‘*by evidence the skill of counsel, the 
attacks of lawyers, the vilest abuse 
of men and women cannot shake,” the 
borrid life she lived because she once loved him 
and strove to cling to him, because she wanted 
some one to love. Reference is made to the letters 
Mr. Young wrote Stevens, and the jury told that 
they ought to know ww tae letters were written. 
The mother loved her daughter. She tried to for- 
get the past, tosmother her grief, to conceal her 
real sentiments, to bring this man dack, to appee 
to his pride, to his heart, to win bim by a feigned 
appreciation and a pretended friendship. 


EPILEPSY. 

The Cincinnati ft is not forgotten, by which 
the defense attempted to create the impression that 
he was suject to epilepsy. In his evidence in chief 
be had forgotten that. He had not told his counsel 
about it. He attached no importance to it. 
At the close of the case, however, he takes the 
stand and says, I fell downinafit. The doctor 
was sent for, and when I came to I found froth all 
over my person. Who told him to say that? Who 
impressed upon bis mind the importance of prov- 
ing an epileptic fit? Who told him to magnify what 
Mrs. Hurley bad sworn to to prove insanity? Did 
his counsel? This throws a character of fraud 
around the whole defense of insanity, and shows 
that itis concoc'ed and manufactured to deceive 
the jury, and makes out of a great criminal trial an 
absolate farce. In the excitement of rage and 
jealousy he fell down, and that is ail there was of 
it. Why wasn’t his fatner called to prove epilepsy? 

This question makes Trude jump up, and he

Have we 
pefore us. he continues. an insane man’ Has 
a lunatic been the associate counsel for- the de- 
fonse’Y Has a man with a brain diseased been con- 
ducting this trial in connection with his distin- 
guished counsel? Nonsense! There is not a man 
in this court- room with a clearer brain, a more 
healthy mind. a stronger poise and composure 
than this defendant, as to whose mental condition 
my good friend (Storrs) has some doubt.

INSTRUCTIONS. 

The next step is instructing the jury. They rite 
from their stats at the biading of the Court, who 
proceeds to read to them from a pile of manuscript 
a foot bigh all about murder, homicide, malice, 
reasonable doubt, insanity, ete:, ete, and he 
keeps them on their feet for nearly an hour.

A FALSE ALARM. 

The probabilities are discussed, and of course a 
difference of opinion prevails. Few, however, 
look for thefawful words, and we fix his punish- 
ment at hanging. The general impression scems 
to be that Stevens will be awarded a long term in 
the Penitentiary. No one but his counsel! enter- 
tuin hopes of an acquittal. They are clated at the 
kindness of the Court to them, and Storrs goes 
away, after remarking, ‘‘If the jury come in to- 
night, it means danger to Stevens. 

Along towards half-past 6, after being ont an 
hour and a half, the jury sent word by a Bailiff to 
the Judge 9 that he go not faraway.

‘disappointed. The Judge goes away, saying he 
will be back shortly after 7, and the room is cleared 
of all except Mrs. Young and a lady friend. His 
Honor returns at half-past 7, bat nothing w heard 
from the twelve until z hour later, when the 
Judge receives a message rem them asking for an 
instruction in regard to manslaughter. 

Mr. Trude asks if they shali send for the prison- 
er, and, in ovedience to Judge Rogers affirmative 
reply. Stevens is sent for. The attorneys come in, 
hot and breathless, and the crowd presses up to the 
railing, eager for the verdict which they feel sure 
has been obtained. ina few minutes the prisoner 
appears, escorted by Jailer Currier and a Bailiff, 
and calmly seats himself. The jury file in and re- 
sume their usual chairs. It is noticed that they 
avert their faces from the accused. Mrs, Young, 
and the girl who accompanies her, seated in the 
shadew of a lamp, listen intently for develop- 
ments. Thenthe Judge is seen to reach over for 
the statutes, and, after a few minutes of painful 
silence, he addresses the jurors. 

Gentlemen of the jury, says his Honor, in 
reply to the question you nave propounded, I will 
read to you a definition as to what constitutes man- 
slaughter in the view of the law. The Judge then 
reads the statutory definition, and informs the 
jury that the punishment for manstauguter may be 
imprisonment for life, or fur any numoer of years. 
Once more the jurors are marched back to their 
room. and once again the Court habitues go out to 
refresh. The light thrown upon the mysteries of 
the jury-room by this incursion presents itself 
differently to different minds, Some claim that. 
at most, the verdict will be manslaughter; others 
again that the instructions given will overcome the 
views of those who seck a mitigation of the 
finding, and that a verdict of willful murder 
may be conddently expected. But the genera! 
view 1s that tne danger of di ement had been 
avoided, and that at the same time Stevens’ neck 
is eafe. 

The Court says he will return anon, and once 
— the idle crowd fall to specuiating on the 
chances. 


RE-ENTER THE COURT. 

At half-past 10 his Honor agam takes hie seat. 
and as a Dailif comes in and whispers to him, the 
300 people present are sure the jury have 
made up their minds, and they take 
positions which will enable them to see and hear. 
A rumor has found eurrency that manslaughter 
had been agreed upon by 10 o'ciock, but there was 
trouble over the manslaughter, some advocating 
life, and other as low as three 
Whatever the truth may be as to i 
the Bailiff has no knowledge. He telle the 
Court simply that the jury are unable 
to make up their minds, and that there is no im- 
mediate prospect of their so doing. The Judge is, 
of course, willing to accommodate them, but he 
doesn't propose to sit on the bench and Kill time 
by twirling his thumbs. So he caile Trude 
and Weber up and tells them what 
he has learned. and says he is going 
home, but will returnif sent for. He will come 
anyhow at half-past 10 in the morning, —before 
that hour if the jury shall have arrived at an agree- 
ment. When this iuformation circulates 1 
the crowd they leave, e pressing sorrow at the 
failure to learn the result, and regret 
that some of the twelve intelligent 
jurors“ are so hard-hearted as to keep 
their fellows locked up anotner night. Even Mr.. 
Young, who is anxious to know what punishment, 
if any, is to be meted out to the slayer of her 
child, goes away unsatisfied and doudtful that jus 
tice will be done. The long delay creates the Im- 
preesion that the jury will agree to disagree, and 
stories of their beine fixed are set afloat, but the 
are founded on fancy purely, as well-informe 
men say they are not surprised that a conclusion 
is long a-coming since the defense bas been ably 
conducted, and there is ground for a doubt as tu 
murder in the first degree, and. considering al) the 
circumstances, that the measure of punishment, if 
any, requires careful consideration. 

SLEEPING OVER IT. 

At midnight the lights are turned out, the jury 
bestow themselves as best they can on chairs and 
benches, and all further divcussion is pretermitted.

THE VERY LATEST. 

At 2 o’clock this morning the jury had failed to 
agree on the punishment, though it was under- 
stood they had on the form of the crime. which 
they unanimously pronounced manslaughter. 
Some of the jurors wanted the penalty fixed at 
imprisonment for life, and others at periods rang- 
ing from six o twenty-five years. When the re- 
porter left the jail, the most of the jurors had 
given up argument and retired as best they could 


for the night.

HAZEN-STANLEY. 
Testimony Introduced in the Interest of the 
Former. 

New York, April 26.—In the Stanley Court- 
Martial to-day Capt. Kimberlee, of the Forty-first 
Ohio, said he saw Gen. Hazen when the charge 
was made by the epemy’s lines. Gen. Hazen’s 
brigade was composed of the Ninth Indiana, 
Sixth Kentucky, and Forty-first Ohio. He 
might say the Ninth Indiana was chiefly en- 
gaged. It was a kind of desultory skirmish. 
He saw Gens. Buel and Hazen riding forward. 
Heavy brushwood disordered the brigade 
when falling back. He was wounded 
about 1 o'clock and sent to the rear. 
He was at the battle of Stone River. 
There is a monument there to the men of Gen. 
Hazen’s brigade who fell there. It is on the 
identical spot the brigade occupied. Saw Gen. 
Hazen that day. Gen. Hazen was in command 
at Mission Riage. He ordered the attack on 
the rifle-pits. The brigade advanced up the 
ridge. It became engaged wits the enemy after 
ad vaueing two or three miles. Gen. Sberidan’s 

was on the right when ascending the 
hill. 
He was also at the battle of Pickett’s Mills. 
The brigade was then under command of Gen. 
Hazen. Ihe engagement was very severe and its 
lusses heavy. u. Hazen acted bruvely. 

A letter to Gen. Hazen from Gen. Opdyke 
was read. He says of Shiloh: Gen. Hazen's 
brigade met the enemy about sunrise, April 7, 
was heavily evgaged at short musket range for 
several hours, and then made an effective 
assault, drove the enemy in disorder, and cap- 
tured several pieces of artillery. the ground 
over which the charge was made was in tne 
main covered by a dense growth of timber. 
From this cause and the heavy losses tn fighting 
previous to the charges, the continuity of our 
line was vecessarily broken. Unfortunately no 
troops came to support us, and we were forced to 
vield to the advance of the enemy’s second and 
solid line of battle. Not having anytaing with 
which to spike the captured guns, we rendered 
them useless during the remainder of tie battle 
by rammtug them with mad. 1 saw Hazen on 
a borse riding along his live, encouraging his 
men by words and example, during the whole 
of the fight and charges, std, while retiring, we 
were tone her m a constant endeavor to rally 
ine remnants of bis command. u was as 
brave, dauntiess, and effective as his most 
ardent friends evuld have desired.

Our Carter Has Not Ciinched on Auy of His 
Nominations—The Anti-Lawler-Tuley Al- 
dermen Fix Up a List of Committees. 

The week just ended has been one of great 
activity in political circles, especially among the 
Democrats. They have been yileing with each 
other in annoying Mr. Harrison for a position and 
place, and so far as annoyance goes they have 
been eminently successful. They have laid in 
wait for him on the street corners, at his office, at 
bis houge, and everywhere else,—the cemetery 
exceptea—that he was likely tostray. The mail 
service, too, has been called into requisition that 
bis tormenting might be the more thorough. But 
the most thatany of them have gotten has been 
miles, and when the Mayor-elect shook off the 
last supplicant last night, he was the worst pun- 
ished man in the city, and no nearer knowing 
whom he would call around him than de was a 
week ago, unless the pressure upon him is 
stopped. 

There was considerable comment yesterday on 
the action of the caucus the day before in the in- 


terest of John Forsythe for Comptroller, Those 
who bad not been immediately connected with the 
demonstration were of the opinion that it meant 
nothing, and that those who composed it simply 
got together as they didto please Forsythe, bat 
with vo idea of having him made Comptroller. 
They said that Mr. Forsythe was entitled to some- 
thing, but some were wicked enough to accuse 
him of insincerity in the matter, by insisting that 
he had becu willing to concede Comptroller tosome 
one else all the time, provided he could be arsured 
that he would get something else, and that he got 
the meeting together to force Mr. Harrison to some 
promise. There is tue show ot reason ia this. too, 
from the fact that fursythe’s friends were saying 
that he waste be provided for, and if not made 
Comptrolier was to get the position of Commission- 
er of Pubiic Works beyond all doubt.

Some Further Light Concerning the 
Stiff that Was Boiled 
D : 


A Broad Intimation that the County Un- 
dertaker Speculates in 
Corpses.

The Special Committee of the County Board ap- 
pointed ta inquire into the alleged irregularities at 
the County Hospital met again yesterday and con- 
tinued their labors. Following the instructions of 
the resolution by which they were appointed, the 
Committee investigated the Hospital literally. 
Thev assembled at the institution. and not only 
made 4 general survey of the premises, but made 
diligent inquiry on the spot of the customs, prac- 
tices, and eternal fitness of the persons at the head 
of the concern. The session was began about 12 
o’clock, Commissioner Fitzgerald in the chair and 
the full Commit present. Several other mem- 
bers of the County Board manifested their interest 
by putting in an appearance. 

Commissioner Bradley was first asked for a 
statement relative to what Mr. Mills had told him 


in regard to the body whith was cut up by Nurse 
Baker and DruggistOughten. Mr. Mills had said 
that one day while walking through the corridors 
be ran across a number of the hospital employes 
carrying something wrapped up in sheets. He 
learned that it was the dissected body of the dead 
man which they were conveying to the room where 
they were going to boil it. r. Mills forbade 
them to go any further. and made them return 
the stiff, telling them that they had no 
righttoit. The body wae returned to its proper 
place. Mr. Mills had once shown the witness a 
letter signed by four Conimissioners authorizing 
Mr. Baker's dismissal. Baker had once called on 
witness, and had said that Mr. Mills had given him 
permission to take the body. er when 
a committee of the Board had inquired into the 
matter, Mr. Baker dented that be had permission 
to take the body, and acknowledged that he had 
mete «a — statement to Commissioner 
Bradley alone. t the time when witness 
conversed with Mr. Millis, witness had 
Genouncead the outrage, and said that the 
perpetrators of it, whoever they were, should be 
digcharged. Mr. Milis had further said that he 
was afraid that the friends of the cut- up man 
would cali forthe remains. So he sent, early the 
morning following the attempted bouy-steal, to 
the County Undertaker, and had the mutilated 
body buried, dwhen the friends of the dead 
man did call, he, the Warden, told them that the 
body had decomposed so rapidly that prompt burial 
was necessary. With this expianation the friends 
haa gone away apparently satisfied. Continuing 
farther, witness rela the testimony 
given before the Hospital Committee, and 
said that the Drugyiet, Oughten, had 
testified that Baker had asked him to clean a stiff 
and prepare a skeleton, and had said that he could 
the next morning get permission so to do, though 
he had none at that time. Oughten bad said that 
soon afterwards he had a talk with Baker, and taat 
individual had said that he thougut it was ail 
richt so far as Mr. Mills was concerned. 

Mr. Mills dere made a statement relative to his 
talk with Baker (the which is above referred to), 
and denied tnas he had said anything which could 
possibly be constraed into a permission to take and

at the Hospital. On the other band he had told 
Baker that he (Miils; could not sanction any such 
proceeding, and he flatiy refused to grant any such 
request; nor had he suggested to Baker that he 
could give the undertaker $5 and get a stiff from 
bin.“ r. Miile detailed subsequent conversa- 
tions with Baker, ali to the same negatory effect. 

At this point there occurred a protracted conver- 
sation between Commissioner Fitzgerald and 
Warden Mills relative to conversations between 
Mills and Baker, Mills and Commissioner Speofford, 
and Mills, Baker, and Spofford. It all showed, 
Mr. Millis stating it, that Baker had 
made statements to the effect that 
the act for whieh he bad been discharged 
—the body-snatching—had been sanctioned by the 
Warden; and that one night, when Mr, Baker had 
confronted Commissioner Spofford and Mr. Mills, 
be had said that de thought that he had been 
permitted to take the corpse. Much time was 
consumed in inquiring as to whether or not Chris 
Mamer had ence called at the Hospital with Baker. 
and Mr. Mille said that Mamer had called; he did 
not know whether or not Baer and Mamer had 
called together. 

»The fact is, is it not, Mr. Mills, “ said Com- 
missioner Bradley. that this body wus stolen?“ 

Mr. Mille said that the body was taken without 
permission, and be supposed that it might be 
called stealing. 

Commissioner Stewart asked what disposition 
was made of the body got by Dr Goidspahn. 
What record hag the Warden about it? 

Mr. Mille-replied that he had County Undertaker 
llesseman’s receipt for the body, despite the fact 
that Hesseman had swora that he never received 
such a body nor gave such a receipt. Mr. Mills 
offered to produce the receipt. 

The conversation then became general, and Mr. 
Mills told how once the corpse of a man named 
Michael O Shea had been delivered to tae friends 
of another patient nauied Michael O'Shea. The 
funeral was begun, and not till the coffin was 
opened did the friends perceive that the dead man 
was not their dear Michael. ‘The wrath 
of the friends knew no bounds, and 
they threatened all sorts of dire vengeance against 
the Hospital and ite management. The Vommis- 
sfoners also hac a good laugh over the narration of 
the experiences of a colored man who, when sup- 
posed to be dead. was placed upon a slab in the 
Morgue. Aspray of water was allowed to play 
over his corpse. he bad not been there long before 
the waterand the coolness revived him, and he 
jumped witb horror from the slaband fled from 
the piace. 

One of the Commissioners raised a question as to 
the body which Dr. Goidspahn had taken ana cut 
up and boiled down, and Mr. Mille volunteered an 
explanation to the effect that at one time the Doc- 
tor aioresaid nad asked for a corpse, and he. Mills, 
bad denied him, telling him at the same time that 
any arrangement wiich he might make with the 
County Undertaker did not concern the Warden. 
The body which Goldspabn got was the body of 
Michaci O'Shea. the man who was on the verge of 
burial atthe hands of another O'’Sbea’s friends. 
At the time of nis death, the wrong people were 
notified. They took away the body, but, discover- 
ing the mistake, returned the stiff. It was kept 
for several cays, five or six days. and then Mr. Mills 
ordered County-Undertaker Hesseman to bury it. 
The Undertaker gave the Warden a receipt for it 
(and the Warden offered again to produce the 
receipt). There the Warden's responsibility 
ended. Mr. Mille eupposed that the body 
was obtained by r. Goldspahbn from 
Hesseman. There was no other way 
by which it could be obtained. Witness did not 
know till Feb. 20 thatthe corpse had never left 
the building. The Hesseman receipt was dated 
Jan. 7. From Jan. 7 to Feb. 20, witness had since 
learned,

in a little unused room at the Morgue. Witness 
had never had a key to that room, and had never 
gone in there; consequently he did not discover the 
trick. Witness was positive that the O'Shea body 
was the only one that had been stolen and cut up 
at the Hospital during hisadministration. In clos- 
ing his testimony Mr. Mills invited the minutest 
inspection of everything in his chaige. anu of al! 
his acts, both private and official. He called upon 
the members of the Hospital Committee for state- 
ments as to his ability and integrity in the per- 
formance of his duty. 

Commissioners Coburn and Ayers reponded, by 
saying that they knew nothing against Mr. Mills, 
and bad ever found in him an obedient, tractable, 
and efilceient servant. Commissioner Bradley 
made similar remarks, and added that he found 
fault with the actions of the medical students. 
Ther jumped over the seats, and piled up the new 
spittoons only to kick them over. All of which 
was very annoying to te female students, To be 
sure, the practice had veen stopped when com- 
plained about. 

Con missioner Meyer said that he was fully satis- 
filed with past management. In the discharge of 
the man Corcoran Mr. Mills had acted as be 
thought advisable, for Corcoran had once returned 
to the Hospital drunk. Corcoran had sworn ven- 
geance and revenge. (So his testimony given a 
few a days before showed.) Asto the entertain- 
ing of guests, Commissioner Meyer said that he 
had told Mrs. Johnson, the Matron, that there 
would be no objection to the visits of her friends, 
and upon permission granted by him the gentie- 
m = to in the specifications dad been en 
tervai 1 

Commissioner Boese asked if the Warden was 
informed of the character of the man McMahon, a 
former employe uno had testified. 

Mr. Milis replied that he had appointed him upon 
the strength of a letter from Commissioner Co- 
burn. 

Commissioner Coburn then explained. He bad 
received a letter from Mes. Gen. Chetiain asking 
that McWahon, the hasband of one of her servants, 
be given employment; that he, McMahon, had 
been an attendant at the insane Asylum at Kigin.

Theodore B. Weber's Examination of 
the German National Bank. 


How That Institution Was Milked 
by the Family. 


The Government Asked to Oommence 


Mention was made some time ago of the fact that 
the Comptroller of the Currency had authorized 
Theodore B. Weder to make an examination of the 
books of the German National. That examina- 


tion has been made, and the results were sent 


last week to Mr. Knox, the Comptroller. From 
the report it appears that Mr. Weber, together with 
Bank-Examiner Washburn, examined the books, 
pabere, andi assets of the German National with 
the following result: 

The individual }iabilities arising out of the Ille - 
gal transactions of Henry Greenebaum, ex-Presi- 
dent of the bank, and due at the time of the failure 
of the bank, Dec. 6, 1877, are put down at 
$75, 325, consistiug of one note of Henry Greene- 
baum for $25,350, with compiratively valueless 
collaterals; another note of $15,000, with col- 
laterals worth about $4,000; a call loan by Sarah 
Greenebaum, Henry’s sister-in-law, with no col- 
laterals, for $13,000; and overdrafts of Henry 
Greenebaum's private account, Dec. 5, 1875, of 
$6,787. Dee. G, after the bank closed, $15, 188 was 
charged as an overdraft to Henry Greenebaum's 
private account. The cash balance the day the 
dank closed decreased to the amount of that over- 
draft the day following. showing that Henry 
Greenebaum withdrew the amoant after the bank 
closed. 1 

The liabilities of Henry gnd David 8. Greene- 
baum, said to be a fictitious firm not existing in 
fact, as bankers, are put down in Mr. Weber's 
report as owing the bank at $40,078. One of these 
items, June 18, 1874, is a call loan for $20,000 
not entered on the call-loan register, but appear- 
ing on the cash-book under the initials H. & D. 8. 
G., with no collaterals or indorsement. 

The liabilities of Henry Greenebaum & Co., of 
Chicago, a firm consisting of Henry Greenebaum, 
David 8. Greenebaum, and Elias Greenebaum, are 
put down as $54,003, The chief item 19a draft of 
Thomas Hoyne on W. B. — of New York, in 
favor of Henry Greenebdaum, esident, for $20, - 
000, dated Nov. 30, 1877. It is alleged in the report 
that Henry Greenebaum appropriated the proceeds 
of this draft, and deprived the bank of the only 
security it held for their payment of the same by 
canceling certain indorsements of Thomas Hoyne 
and John Herting. All the liabilities of Henry 
Greenebaum 4 Co. were, itis alleged, incurred 
after the firm were 

AWARE OF THEIR INSOLVENCY, 


and while the then acting Vice-President of the 
German Nationa! was daily expecting the failure of 
the firm, as appears by the letter from him to the 
Comptroller dated Dec. 19, 1877. 

Tho liabilities of Greenebaum Bros. & Co., of 
New York, a firm consisting of Henry, David 8., 
and Elias Greenebaum, of date Dec. 5, 1877, 
amount w $15,487. It is charged that Greenebaum 
Bros. & Co. collected and appropriated cer- 
tain receipts co! While al- 
ready and declined to pay drafts 

. Certain other small drafts, 
it is alleged, were collected by the New York firm, 
and the proceeds approvriated by them, though 
the drafts could not possibly have reached them 
until after their failure. By skillful finaaciering, 
it is alleged, Henry Greenebaum & Co. fraudu- 
lently appropriated $15,000 of the funds of the 
German National, and Greenebaum Bros. & Co. 
of New York, $13, 156. 

To Michael Greenebaum, brother of Henry, and 
agent for his wife, Sarah, there was advanced on 
bis promissory notes, without collaterais, from 
Sept. 13, 1877, to Nov. 22, 1877, $7, 564, 

he habilities of Isaac GreenebDaum, brother of 
Henry, are $32,396, secured by real estate worth 
about $8, 000. 
The liabilities of F. J. Frank, clerk of Henry 
Greenebaum & Co,, and nephew of Henry Greene- 
baum, are $8, 254. for three call loans. Frank was 
discharged from all liabilities after the closing of 
the bank m Feoruary, 1878. All these loans, it 
is alleged, were made for the benefit of Henry 
Greenebaum. Frank being simply a tool. 

The habilities of Abraham Wise, former Cashier 
of the German Savings, and brother-in-law of 
Henry Greenebaum, are put down as $4, 000, se- 
cured by real estate worth $1,500. The direct in- 
debtedness of the Greenebaum family is footed up 
at $237, 200. 

It 18 aileged that there were certain transactions 
of G. H. Ward indirectly for the benefit of Henry 
Greenebaum. Among the assets of the bank are 
notes by him smounting to $47,500, secured by 
Riverside real estate, which is not worth enough

THE REASON WHY. 


The banks are making a good thing out of the 
new $10 refunding certificaces. The Sub-Treas- 
ury yesterday issued $15,000 of the certificates, 
and it was noticeable that the larger part were 
taken by bank clerks, and not by the hardy sons 
of toll for whose immediate benefit the certificates 
were originally put forth, the ostensible idea at 
that time being that they would provide an invest- 
ment, sure and certain, for small savings. The 
expeciation has not been realized to any 
considerable extent, for the reason that. 
with the small investor, there ig to 
much machinery about the business, particularly 
when the said investor would like to convert them 
into cash or something else. But with the banks, 
and other large investors, itis notso. The banks 
have been sending eight or ten clerks a day to the 
Sub-Treasury to buy the certificates, ana a certain 
insurance agent was enabled to send eighteen young 
men on a certain day for tne same person. All of 
this led a reporter yesterday to look around, and ask 

uestions, and see what it meant. It appears 

t the maximam amount that any one per- 
son can take is $100-worth, that is ten certificates. 
Henec, to get a i r amount, it becomes neces- 
sary for a principal to send around several lieuten- 
ants, each of whom ts $100 worth. Ten 
persons in this way would get 100 certificates, or 
$1,000 worth. The accroed interest since the lst 
of April amounts to $2.74, which makes the cost 
on 100 certificates $1,002.74. Now, the express 
charges on a 288 of 100 certificates to Wash- 
ington is just $1.60. In wWaspington they are 
readily convertible, in case the sender is a bank, 
and not so easily if the case is otherwise, into 4 
per cents at theirface value. Adding the express 
charges, the total cost of 100 certificatesis §1, - 
004.34. The 4 per cent bonds having been with- 
drawn from the Sub-Treasuries, and their sale 
concentrated at Washington and the New York 
banks, it has come to pass that $1,000 worth 
of 4 per cents. subscribed for at Washington, 
is really worth on the market $1,017.75, 
and the exchange of 100 certificates, tota! cost 
$1, 004. 34 cents. for $1,000 worth of 4 per cents. 
really worth $1, 017.75, nets the investor in $1, 000 
amounts just 813. 41 for every $1,000. It ie a 
beneficent scheme, — for the banks and the people 
who have lots of money and know just how to 
work it,—bat for the men of small savings it is 
something to be desired but not readily obtained. 
The original idea of the certificates, it would 
seem, is being somewhat perverted.

The Southern States Released from Heavy 
Pecuniary Obligations to the General 
Government, 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune 
ATLantTa, Ga., April 26.—A decision made by 
the Treasury Department in favor of the State 


of Georgia—-W. O. Tuggle, Agent—virtually re- 
leases the Southern States from very heavy ob- 
ligations to the Government. It will be remem- 
bered that, at the beginning of the late War, 
the General Government levied an assessment 
of $20,000,000 upon the States for the purpose 
of conducting the War. The seceded States 
were regularly charged with their proportion, 
which, in the case of Georgia, amounted to 
$584,000, and about the same for Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Virginia, etc. Six per cent interest 
was charged to this amount for each year from 
its assessment. After the War, Special 
Agents were sent into the various States to col- 
lect it. hose Agents took the State tax-books, 
and proceeded directiy against the taxpayers. 
In Georgia $35,500 was collected in one year. In 
South Carolina the whole amount due was col- 
lected,—enough lands being sold to have paid 
five times the amount. The Arlington estate 
was sold under the operation of this levy. The 
taxpayers of every Southern State (except, for 
some unexplained reason, Alabama) have been 
forced to pay something on this claim. About 
ten years ago the collection of this tax was sus- 
pended for one year, and has since not been 
revived. But the Government has been holding 
the State Governments liable for the amount. 
Texas tried to settle her indebtedness by assum- 
ing it for the discount that had been given 
the Northern States; but her plan was rejected. 
Ali claims of the States against the Govern- 
ment, when allowed by Congress, have been 
credited against this indebtedness; and sixteen 
Southern claims or appropriations, amounting 
to nearly $2,000,000, are now being held up un- 


der this claim. 

Col. Tugele, as Special Agent of 
Georgia, secured an appropriation, a short 
time since, for $72,000 due to Georgia on 
the old Creek-war account. The Secretary of 
the Treasury ordered the amount credited on 
Georgia’s indebteaness of $584,000, with inter- 
est for eighteen years, or over $1,000,000 Col. 
Tuggie thereupon prepared an argument on 
direct taxes, holding that a State could not be 
assessed or taxed in its sovereign capacity, but 
that all assessments must be against the in- 
dividual taxpayers. ‘The argument was very 
elaborate, and reviewed the historv of direct 
taxes, making a book of 200 pages,— 
the first printed compilation on the 
subject. Under this argument, Judge 
Porter, Secretary Sherman, and others of the 
Treasury, reversed their ruling, and paid Col. 
Tugele the money, which was this day deposited 
in the State Treasury. They also marked off 
from the books the charge of over $1,000,000 
against Georgia. This decision will affect nearly 
every Southern State, all of them having de- 
layed claims against the Government. tates 
Porter says that he will decide the case of a 
heavy amount due Tennessee, next week, in ac- 
cordance with the new ruling. The papers in 
the Georgia case will be called for in the Senate 
next week.

Another Timely Volume on the 
Bible of To-Day, by the 
Rev. J. W. Chadwick. 


Did Moses Write the Pentateuch ? 
-The Most ot the Critics 
Answer Negatively, 


The Two Streams of Tradition Run- 
ning Through the So-Called 
Mosaic Writings. 


The Books of Joshua, Judges, Samuel, Kings, and 
the Prophets the Work of 
Many Hands. 


The Church at Home and Abroad—Person- 
als—Sunday Smiles—Servi- 
des To-Day. 


THE BIBLE OF TO-DAY. 
OF WHAT THE PENTATEUCH IS CONSTRUCTED. 
New York Sun. 

Among recent publicauons are included some 
noteworthy attempts to acquaint the general reader 
with the latest results of Biblical research aud 
criticism. Even where the execution of such a 
work is inadequate or blameworthy, the theme 
cannot fail to excite interest; and where it is 
grounded in ripe knowledge and informed with a 
right spirit, an exposition of the kind may be of 
supreme utility. We are able to commend the 
manner in which the difficult and somewhat deli- 
cate task has been performed by the Rev. John W. 
Chadwick, in a volume entitled The Bible of To- 
day“ (Patnams). The author pats forth no claim 
of original inquiry, or even of exhaustive present- 
ation; but he aims to oatline the main result 
which may be pronounced established by the con- 
current voice of most Biblical scholars. The num- 
ber and variety of authorities consulted is very 
large, and the writer is a scholar of unusual ac- 
quirements, who is able to review and verify 
the labors of philologists and commentators with- 
out recourse to English transiations. What is 
still more important to the reader, the temper of 
his book is marked with the caution and eircum- 
spection of a veritable truth -seeker. There is no 
trace in these calm pages of the complacency pecu- 
liar to the conscious iconoclast, or of the arro- 
gance so often betrayed by aggressive skepticism. 
We have here a patient, earnest effort to explain 
precisely what the Biblical record is, and the data 
set forth may be scanned with profit and without 
offense by open and candid minds. Indeed, the 
most advanced opinion indorsed by the writer is 
that of the well-known Dr. Abraham Kuenen in 
regard to the formation of the Pentateuch, for 
maintaining which Prof. Smith, of Aberdeen, 
could not be convicted of heresy by his local Pres- 
bytery. The factthat such views may be avowed 
with impunity in Sco.land by a Presbyterian divine 
will have not a little weight with the American 


reader. 
In his famous article contributed to the Ency- 


| clopedia,*’ the Scotch clergyman has pointed out 


how the toil of successive scholars has gradually 
modified the opinions of Ewald touching the au- 
thorship of the Pentateuch, until what he terms 
the satisfactory“ results of Kuenen and his 
schoo! have been developed. To those who run 
over his sketch of the controversy, the wonder is. 
not so much that the Mosaic origin of the five 
books should be rejected, as that so much labor 
should be required to disprove a theory which seems 
to have rested on a late and irresponsible tradition. 
Not until about the time when Christianity (5) 
arose, some 300 () years after the date assigned by 
—— ge to the exodus, did a Rabbinical le- 
gend obtain currency that Moses was the author of 
the Pentateuch. The testimony, bowever, ad- 
anced on bebalf of this tradition from the Old Tes- 
tament itself is very feeble. The only one of the 
five books which expressly claims to be the work 
of Moses is Deuteronomy, and this is the very por- 
tion of the Pentateuch which the most numerous 
and various critics have declared not to be Mosaic. 
The other 6 relied on by the orthodox com- 
mentators are few in number, and in them auch ex- 
pressions as the Book of the law of Moses are 
sufficiently explained as referring to Deuterono- 
my, with the exception of those which occur in 
Chronicles, and Malachi, and Nehemiah, which 
were manifestly written after the completion of 
the Pentateuch. But such expressions, even when 
referring to the five books as a whole, do not imply 
that Moses wrote them, but only taat the law 
contained in them was promulgated by that proph- 
et. Moreover, according to the Scotch cine. 
a continuous, unmistakable tradition in the Bibli- 
cal record concerning the Mosaic authorship, even 
if it existed, could not outweigh the internal evi- 
dence supplied by the Pentateuch itself to its 
diverse and later origin. Such testimony, we are 
reminded, is furnished by bistorical, geographical, 
arehsological, and explanatory passages implying 
a different state of “a. from that whieh existed 
in the time of Moses. For samples, we may take 
trom Genesis. Aud the CAnaanite was then in the 
land.” And again. Before there reigned any 
King over the land of Israel, both passages evi- 
dently being written after the expulsion of the 
Canaanites and the establishment of the Hebrew 


centuries after the death of the Lawgiver. Those 
who still contend for the Mosaic authorship have 
sometimes tried to break the force of these and 
many similar passages by calling them interpola- 
tions; Dut there seems to be no reason for pro- 
nouncing them such, except their failufe to har- 
monize with the orthodox theory. 

Another and weighty argument for the post- Mo- 
gaic origin of the Peutatench is the existence with- 
in its limits of at least two leading streams of 
historical and theological tradition. These are 
known to critics on the one hand, the Elohis- 
tic. and, on the other, the Yahwehistic of Jeho- 
vistic documents, because in one of them the use 
of the word Yahweh (Jehovah) for the God of 
Israel is carefully avoided until Exodus vi., 2, 3. 
where it is told how the Deity revealed himself to 
Moses by His name, Yahweh, whereby be had not 
before been known. In the Jehovistic document. 
onthe other hand, the two names, Yahweh and 
Elohim, are used indifferently throughout the 
Book of Genesie. Having thus been put upon the 
scent of these diverse traditions, it appears that 
scholars found the distinction of names just noted 
to be only the smallest part of the differences 
traceable in all parts of the Pentateuch. Thus in 
Genesis i., i., 3 we have the Elohistic account 
of the creation, and in Genesis ii., 4, iii., 24, 
another quite distinct, whicn is Yahwehistic. 
Again in Genesis vi., ix., we have two entirely 
different accounts of the flood. These are only 
instances, and a long list of discrepancies in 
substance and spirit between Elonistic and Yah- 
wehistic passages may be found in Dr. Samuel 
Davidson's introduction to the Old Testament. In 
general, it may be said that the Yahwehbistic docu- 
ment affirmed to have been composed some 500 
years after the death of Moses is much the fresher. 
simpler, more spontancons, rehearsing the patri- 
archal stories in their most engaging forms, where- 
as the Klohistie document, or the somewhat later 
Book of Origins, is much more studied, formal, 
and artificial in its character. Another note of 
difference is that the former is informed through- 
out with the prophetic spirit, while the other is 
— by the priestly spirit in its Levitical 
orm. 

But if Moses did not write the Pentateuch, is 
there no part of it which can be asciibed to him 
with periect confidence? Between the two ex- 
tremes that he wrote all of it and that he wrote 
none of it, a hundred theories might be framed, 
but we are aseured by Kuenen and other critics 
who approach the question from a Christian stand- 
point, and who have evinced the greatest reluc- 
tance to offend others or deceive themselyes, that 
the negative extreme is unavoidable. They do not 
deny that there are laws, ano regulations, and 
ideas in the Pentatench stamped dy the 
genius of Moses, but of nothing written 
there, we are told, can we be certain that 
he sbaped it in its present form. It would 
seem that we approach bim most nearly in the Ten 
Commandments. of which we have two versions, 
even tne less expanded one, however, in Exodus 
being thought somewhat fuller than the original 
draft. The interpolationis commonly identified 
with that part of the Decalogue forbidding the wor- 
ship of images, seeing that the image worship of 
Yahweh (Jehovah) was kept up by the most zeal- 
ous followers of Moses for 600 years after his 
time, and that such prophets as Elijah and Elisha 
never questioned the rightfulness of such acts. 
The ten words of Moses were apparently the 
nucleus around which laws and legends soon be- 
gan to cluster, but the question, Who gave the 
Pentateuch its present literary form? cannot be 
answered. ‘There are traces in it of writings older 
than any of its present component parts, two of 
these being mentioned by name, to-wit: the Book 
of Jashar, and the Book of the Wars of Jehovah. 
The earliest homogeneous composition of any con- 
siderable length which the critics have succeeced 
in detaching from the adjoining portions of the 
Pentatench is the so-called Book of Covenants (Kx- 
odus xxi., xxiii., 19). This narrative 1 referred

It deals 
with the patriarchs much more summarily than do 
the earlier documents, and, im fact, until the time 
of Moses, the narrative vortions are only intro- 
ductory to the writer's pri | theme, which is 
the publication of the Levit law. Whenever it 
is necessary to his purpose, the writer freely re- 
caste the history of the Mosaic and pre-Mosaic 
times. The Book of Leviticus, we are told, is 
almost entirely his, as well as the larger part of 
Numbers, and herein, with parts of Exodus, we 
have a saceruotal code which marks an immense 
advance in priestly notions and pretensions on the 
Book of Deuteronomy. To cite a singie instance, 
the sons of Aaron alone are now eee e 82 
and this regulation is ascribed to 8, although 
the Deuteronomists allowed the priestiy function 
to all Levites, and even the preference for the de- 
scendants of Levi was of very gradual origin. 

The Book of Origins, already incorporated with 
the remainder of the Pentateuch, minus a few 
priestly regulations of still later date. was promul- 
gated by Ezra and Nelemiah at Jerusalem in the 
year 445 B. C. Who had done this work of incor- 

ration we do not know. Perhaps Ezra himself, 

pn the interval between his return to Jerusalem, in 
458, with the law of his God in his hand, and 
the year when he and Nehemiah together published 
it. But the smoke of Sinai, says our author, was 
not more impenetrable than the mystery which 
shrouds the development of the new system formu- 
lated in the Book of Origins. It is probable that 
the evolution took place not at Jerusalem., but at 
Babylon, where the captives, cut off from actual 
participation in the temple rites, took refuge in an 
ideal sacerdotalism for which they scarcely dared 
to hope a local habitation. To the seal of Ezra 
and Nehemiah seems to have been due the realiza- 
tion of their dream. The Levitical law found ite 
priest in Ezra, notin Aaron, Dut who ite Moses 
was, the most patient study is not likely to reveal. 
The name of the pious compiler who gave the 
Pentateuch its ultimate and immortal form is lost 
in the roar of Babylon. 

It cannot be gainsaia that this view of the Penta- 
teuch, implying its — — evolution, its combina- 
tion out of divers leading ments, some of 
which, in turn, embodied others, is a very differ- 
ent story from that which has been told for twenty 
centuries. Yet it would not be hard to accept, if 
we did not import our ideas of boo into 
the pre-Christian ages. If Pentateach was 
such a growth as Kuenen and a’ majority of Chris- 
tian students affirm, it was not at all exceptional. 
The Book of Joshua was euch another, and the 
same features are repeated in Judses, Samue 
Kings, Isaian, Zachariah, Job, and Daniel. A 
these are the conclusions, let us remember, not of 
skeptics and atheists who sérutinize the Scriptures 
witha single eye & flaws inconsistencies, but 
of men put forward as the ons of Dutch and 
German and English theology in the feld of schoi- 
arship. The Semitic genius, says Prof. Robertson 
Smitn, does not at all lie in the direction of organic 
structure.

We bave drawn attention only to a single chap- 
ter of Mr. Chadwigk'’s volume. Equally circum- 
spect ana temperate in their spirit, yet — 
striking and suggestive in their substantial con- 
tents, are those portions of his work which deal 
with the Old Testament histories, with the four 
Gospels, the Pauline Epistles, and with the grounds 
on which the Scriptural canons recognized by 
Catholic or Protestants were based. It may be 
that the aata here set forth will prove distasteful 
to sqme of our preconceptions, and subversive to 
certain claims of literal inspiration now and then 
even in our day advanced for the Christian Script- 
ures. But honest and active minds have no wish 
to fence themselves against the deductions of en- 
hghbtened research, and, although this little book 
may tend to shake a blind and superstitious rever- 
ence, it will help the raaderto a betier knowledge 
and more discriminative homage.

The eight Methodist Episcopal churches in De- 
troit, Mich., after mature consideration. by a large 
committe of all their members, have resolved to 
consolidate all their church debts and remove them 
altogether. ° 


The Reformed Episcopal Church at Louisville 
has divided. It had suffered from pecuniary em- 
barrassment, and the death of Mr. Powers, the 
Philadelphia chemist and lay patron of the reform- 
ed movement, rendered its failure inevitable. 


At a religious conference in London it was stated 
that the wages paid to women engaged in prodac- 
ing tenpenny Bieles were not enough to keep body 
and soul together, and that of the three-cent 
strikes in the bookbinding trade all had arisen oat 
of Bible work.

ORIGIN OF UNITARIANISM. 


Edward Everett Hale has been delving in the 
musty records of the past in search of the origin of 
Unitarianism, and gives the result of his labors in 
the following recently published letter: 

This hi relates (p. 43) in the course 
of this year, 1578, was confirmed [in Poland] a de- 
cree which had been data diet in 1557, and 
afterward confirmed by the states of the ki 
in 1563, decreeing to all persons of all 
tions the free exercise of their re! 
the union of the Reformed churches 
in passing thie edict. an union to which they were 
led by weighty pubiic reasons. they were called 
Uniti or Unitarn. This title was afterward restrict- 
ed to those persons who maintained that the Father 
alone was the true and Eterna! God. ana by them 
readily adopted of their own accord; while those 
who held that there were three persons in the God- 
——5 were, by way of opposition, styled Trini- 
tarii.” 


Now this unknown historian id wrong in this last 
7 for the word Anti-Triuitarit is in use 
before to denomtnate the Socinians: but I think it 
will prove that the word Unitarians is not to be 
found earlier than the etymology thus given. 
When the Trinitarian churches gave up the pian of 
toleration they ceased to be Uniti or Unitaril. 
Our people hela on to that plan to the last. They 
never peisecuted for opinion. The name came to 
be interpreted as originating in the theological 
dogma of the Godhead; but this etymology of its 
origin is probably true: that Unitarians were peo- 
ple who believed in what you and I call ‘* nity,” 


AURICULAR CONFESSION. 


A correspondence on the subject of auricular 
confession has taken place between the Bishop of 
Salisbury, England, and a lady named Gundry, 
who began by asking the Bishop’s opinion regérd- 
ing a book which Mr. Towne, the Rector of Both- 
enhampton, was distributing in his parish. The 
Bishop replied that he disapproved of the book, 
but at the same time remarked that the legiti- 
mate use of the ordinance of confession and abso- 
jution was areal part of the instruction of the 
Christian Church, and most precious and useful in 
a generation sach as that in which we live, oo 
its repeated and periodic ase was both undesirable 
ang dangerous, as leading to undue reliance upon 
eutward means and human judgment.” ‘ 
Gundry, dissatisfied with thie reply, wrote that 
Mr. Towne bad invited young persons of both sexes 
to private auricular confession to the priest alone, 
the penitent being admonished not to reveal to any 
one, ‘* therefore not even to parents, what might 

ss between the priest and himself or herself. 
Phe complained that — — was not met, and 
asked for the church authority which justifies Mr. 
Towne’s conduct. The Bishop's rejoinder was to 
the effect that ne cannot agree in thinking that 
the ordinance of confession is in the Prayer- Book 
confined to sick people, or that it is proper that a 
third party should be present when it is used.” 
Mrs. Gundry is astonished at this, and tells ta 
Bishop in a final note that if the confessional is 
reintroduced into England those who connive at it 
will be responsible for inflicting untold misery 
upon our households and children’s children.”

He does not like 
to sell the beer, or to give it to the brethren and 
sisters to drink. Neither does he think it would 
be courteous to return it to the donor. It is sug-

roceeds of the sale of beer? Could it be less sin- 
ul to receive his money than to receive his beer, 

which he might have turned into money? Would 
it be richt or wrong., under the circumstances, to 
sell the beer and put its cash equivalent into the 
church treasury? Would it de right or wrong to 
send the beer back to the brewer? These and 
other kindred conundrams perplex the arene 
pastor by day and by night, ana he wishes he 
never seen t miserable brewer.

A PRIZE WRONGLY AWARDED. 


Without wishing to impugn the motives or accn- 
racy of that excellent paper, the Spirit of the 
Times, Tun Trisuxe would call attention to what 
it considers a serious error made by that journal. 
Last spring a certain mannfacturer of sulkies and 
a certain other manufacturer of harness offered two 
sulkies and two harnesses as prizes to the horse or 
horses that should trot the fastest mile in harness 
in a race against other borses during the season, 
and the fastest three consecutive heats in a race

‘were expected to r Raras from any competi- 
tion for the prizes. as he had been barred from 
free-for-all races everywhere, and compelled to trot 
time.

Both these races were 
in the presence of large numbers of people, and 
there is no claim that the time was incorrectly an- 
nounced.

JUDGE GARY ON RACE-HORSES. 


Not long ago there was a case tried before Judge 
Gary, of this city, in which it was sought to re- 
cover damages for the loss of a race-horse, the an- 
imal being valued by different experts at from $800 
to $1,500. It was of the most approved pedigree, 
and registered in the Stud-Book, from which facts 
the attorney for the plaintiff endeavored to show 
that by reason of its choice breeding, and the fur- 
ther fact that it had won during its racing career 
several valuable stakes, the animal was of peculiar 
value in the stud, and that, therefore, no ordinary 
price would recompense ite owner for the lose sus- 
tained dy its death. In his decision Judge Gary 
upset all thie argumentin avery lively fashion, 
saying that the Stad-Book was merely hearsay ev- 
idence, and that a race-horse was a gambling in- 
strument, and of no more value than a faro-table. 
He stated that the plaintiff could not recover, and 
that the horse should be valued for what he was 
worth on the road. Commenting on this extraor- 
dinary decision, an Eastern paper says: 


This Chicago Judge seems to be wise beyond his time. 
In all civilized countries pedigreed stock is recognized 
as of more value than stock without gree. Stuad- 
Books Herd- Books are standards of excellence, and 
increased value attaches to an animal recorded in one 
of them. Without such books we should be all at sea 
in prooding. and our domestic animals would lose the 

inte which raise them above the herds of savage life.

In sagen’ to the distance between Troy and Al- 
bany there is no room for discussion, since the 
Troy Club has furnished the League with the sworn 
statement of C. L. Fuller. City neer of Troy, 
to the effect that the distance between the south 
boundary of Troy and the City of Albany, on a 
direct line. is within four mules; and that the dis- 
tance between the southern boundary of Troy aad 
the grounds of the Albany Clud, and Capital City 
Club, of Albany, is within five miles.

SILVER CLIFF. 


A Mining Town in Colorado, 
A reporter met yesterday upon the street Mr. 
Edward F. Clark, a gentleman formerly interested 
in the wholesale tea trade inthis city, and now 


one of the leading merchants of Silver Cliff, Col- 
orado. the second mining wonder of these days. 
Mr. Clark was one of the first men who 
established trade at Silver Cliff, and hence the re- 
porwr applied to him forthe latest aud most re- 
iable information concerning that rival of Lead- 
vitie. The new town, Mr. Clark satd, was but 
eight months old, and yet had all the paraphernalia 
and improvements of civilization,—a day-school, 
a church, and representatives of all branches of 
business, and about 4, 000 inhabitants. 

It was situated in the Wet Mountain Valley, and 
about thirty-five miles from Canon City, which was 
the nearest railroad point. It lay upon what was 
known as the dench land of the valley, and 
enjoyed a mild climate. Wet Mountain Valley 
itself was about twenty miles iong dy 
six miles wide, and was well under 
cultivation. The first mineral discoveries were 
made in September of last year, and they were 
particularly rich, attracting much attention throagh 
mining regions. The ‘* Racine Boy mine, where 
the find was made, began to pay at the roots of the 
gruss, and had paid ever since. The first mill- 
run of ten tons ore had returned $6,000, or 
$600 per ton. here were now fifteen paying 
mines in the town, and fully 2,000 men working 
upon as many prospect claims. 

he mineral production of the region was differ- 
ent from that of the Leadville country. At the 
latter place only carvonates were found, while at 
Silver Cliff carbonates, horn . silver, argentiferous 
galena, gray copper, and a small amount of 
gold were found. All of these metals were enffi- 
ciently abundant in the ore to make smelting 
profitable, the yield being from $50 to per 
ton. Uptothe lst day of February horn-silver 
alone had attracted the attention of the miners. 
Carbonates were then first discovered, and now 
the interest in them was not secondary to that in 
horn-silver. In fact, the carbonates attracted 
more attention than the other metals did when 
firstfound. There were as yet no smelting works 
in operation at Silver Cliff, though three such 
enterprises were in process of construction. 
The ores were now carted to Dannon City. 
As to the speculations, Mr, Clark said 
that many claims were selling from 5 
to $5,000 each, according to their location and in- 
dications. A lively speculat on was being carried 
on in town-ijots, the most desirable ones selling for 
as high as $1,000. The first rich strike in carbo- 
nates was made about one month ago at the depth 
of eighty feet ina mine named the Rambler.” 
A bets of mineral averaging $85 to the ton was 
struck there. As yet there were but few Chicago 
capitalists interested in the place, though man 
were now turning their covetous eyes tows 
it with the idea of investing. The most prominent 
speculator in the region was Mr. Bailey, of Call- 
fornia and Deadwood fame. He was investin 
heavily. Since the 15th day of Maren Silver Ch 
had grown at the rate of 100 souls per day, and the 
influx had nét yet shown any signs of “ye 
Most of the newcomers were speculators, and the 
objects investment. The new town was fast be- 
coming recognized as the rival of Leadville, and 
many who found the latter place too much over- 
crowded were turning to the Cliff for investment. 
The surrounding country was very rich in miner- 
als, and therefrom it was by many sup that 
there was a mineral belt of a width of eight miles, 
extending through the State, taking in Leadville 
and . notable points Scien men 80 
stated.
